With five solid weeks completed, 
the 1930 session of the Legislature 
of Alberta is drawing to a close, As 
the days prow longer and warmer 
the rural members begin to get un- 
easy and the session will probably 
close on or about March 21, the first 
day of spring. The week just pass- 
ed has seen the practical passing of 
The Wheat Pool Guarantee Bill and 
the completion of the estimates, 
Before prorowation four matters re- 
main: Redistribution, the new 
School Act, the Mines Act, and the 
final stages of the Security Frauds 
Prevention Act. Whether it will be 
prerogation or dissolution has not 
yet been announced but those who 
think they know say that there will 
he no election this summer. 

The Wheat Poo! Guarantee Bill 
passed its second reading on Mon- 
ay, went throuch Committee of the 
Whole House on Tuesday, and now 
awaits only the formalities of third 
rending and roval assent. The 
second reading brought out strong 
Liberal and Conservative criticism 
of minor points and of the Premier's 
methods though they reed with 
the principle’and voted for the bill.
